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EDMONTON 
1904-1979 


A major benchmark in the history of municipal government in Edmonton came on October 8, 
1904, when the North West Territorial Council voted to grant City status to the burgeoning, 
bumptious (according to Oxford Concise that means “‘self-assertive’’ among other things) town 
on the north bank of the North Saskatchewan River. 


it would be Precisely 31 days, November 7, before Royal assent would be given to the or- 
dinance, and everything would be legally official. But the Edmonton town council, Mayor 
William Short and the 8,500 residents considered themselves a City from the moment the or- 
dinance was passed. 


A year later Edmonton would become the capital of the newly-created Province of Alberta, 
and the bestowal of Citydom on the community hadn’t hurt in the political in-fighting for that 
lanes And by 1978, a year before the City’s 75th anniversary, the population had risen to 

999 persons, according to the spring Civic Census, 1978.

Even the well-to-do Matrons in the “west end’’, Hardisty Avenue (98 Ave.) west of First 
Street, passed the word over neat, white fences and imported china tea cups. The tent-dwelling 
prospective citizens in Rossdale Flats and elsewhere were equally excited. 


The first benchmark had come in September-October of 1795, or 109 years earlier, when the 
coureurs de bois of the Hudson’s Bay hurriedly erected the first Fort Edmonton, in a desperate 
race against winter. The favorite game of catch-up of that day was matching or countering the 
moves of the North West Company, ensconced in the fur trading post of Fort Augustas close 
by, for all of a month or two. 


In 1795 William Tomison, an employee of the “Company of Young Adventurers Trading into 
Hudson’s Bay” built the first of what was to become a series of Fort Edmontons. He chose the 
name because Edmonton, England was the birthplace of Sir James Winter-Lake, then deputy 
governor of the company. The first fort was 25 miles downstream from present-day Edmonton, 
another was 100 miles downstream, several were on the present site of the city, and the final 
Fort Edmonton was built in the 1820’s on what is now the lawn below the Alberta Legislative 
Buildings in the heart of the city. 


That the first fort was built 25 miles away, near present-day Fort Saskatchewan, was of little 
consequence. The heritage was the name “Edmonton” and dominance over the commerce of 
the times, the fur trade over hundreds of miles east, north, west and south. 


i ll law and order which existed,

Edmonton’s mayor of that 1892 day was Matthew McCauley. By the time the city charter 
was approved for Edmonton in 1904, population had grown to 8,350 - and counting. 


Hundreds came to Edmonton in 1896 to traverse the overland route to the goldfields of the 
Klondike. Homesteaders rushed in to take up farming on the agricultural land surrounding the 


city. 


In the year 1911-12 it climbed to 53,611 from 24,900. Not only was the ‘Great Land Boom” 
of 1910-13 on, but the merger between rival Strathcona and Edmonton occurred on July 12, 
1912, bringing in 5,579 new citizens and uniting the populations on both sides of the North 


Saskatchewan. 


A lesser annexation came in 1917, when the railroad community of Calder joined Edmonton. 
Forty-five years later Edmonton celebrated the end of 1961 by bringing in Beverly, the bedroom 
community to the northeast, adding 8,969 citizens. 


The next major annexation came on August 17, 1964, when Jasper Place, the west dormitory 
town, became part of Edmonton, adding another 37,582 citizens. The Civic Census reflected 
the move, as Edmonton’s population spurted to 357,695 that year. 


Modern Edmonton began to take shape after the discovery of oil in 1947 at Leduc, 18 miles 
southwest of the city. The years since the discovery of oil, Edmonton has increased in 
population by 359 per cent and the Edmonton area has approximately 57 per cent of the entire 
population of the Province of Alberta. 


None of these benchmarks, however, brought the sheer joy that did the City Charter on 
October 8, 1904. That day will be relived this year. The memory of Mayor Short and his 
Council, savoring the event in their little Chambers above the first fire hall on 98 Street, will be 
refreshened in many ways. 


At the conclusion of the 1978 Commonwealth Games, a committee was formed to com- 
memorate the 75th Anniversary of the incorporation of the City of Edmonton, under the 
general chairmanship of Mr. Fred W. Windwick. Community volunteers and leaders emerged, 
and 25 committees were formed to develop projects to celebrate this historic event. The response 
by volunteer Edmontonians has been tremendous - as, indeed, one of the main objectives of the 
Anniversary Committee was the involvement of all Edmontonians in the celebration.
